and other structure* will be erected.

In 1953 the "Hot” Spots Around the Soviet Orbit

President-elect Eisenhower must 
make 
a

Korean war In an attempt to reduce 
iu 1963 the number of hot and cold 
war apota around the edge of the 
Soviet orbit and beyond. 
The 8tate Department ban warn­ 
ed that Russia might precipitate 
local wars” In atx email nations. 
Thailand, Burma. Iran. Iraq. Tur­ 
key and Afghanistan, lf abe thinks 
they can succeed. 
However, the department 
aald 
that the long • range objective of 
Soviet policy Is to conquer the free 
world piecemeal and Isolate the 
United States. 
No early attack on the ll 8. and 
its allies Is predicted by the depart­ 
ment. Rut the communists have a 
total of 491 divisions should they 
decide to attack. These Include 181 
Russian, and 260 Chinese Red di­ 
visions. 
Here Is a summary of the situa­ 
tion In the various hot and cold 
war spots at the end of 1862: 
Karen 
Elsenhower, on the basis of his 
first-hand study of the situation In 
froten Korea, could: (I) Order a 
new offensive coordinated with am­ 
phibious landings on the North 
Korean coast. 
(Amphibious ’’end 
run*’ attacks were practiced recent­ 
ly by picked UN troops); (2) order 


a blockade of the coast of China; 
(3) 
bomb 
the 
enemy 
airplane 
"sanctuary" In M anchuria. 
But more strength I hail the UN 
now has in the area probably would 
he essential to make any of these 
m easures decisive or even reason­ 
ably successful. 
A year ago. with the six-m onths- 
old 
truce 
talks deadlocked, 
the 
Chinese Reds had built up their 
arm y from 600,(MU) to 700.000 men. 
Today they probably have a m il­ 
lion. Their artillery, men. and Jct 
planes outnum ber the UN categor­ 
ies. They are dug in deeply. 
Three grave questions face Elsen­ 
how er: Does the UN have enough 
power to Inflict a decisive defeat 
on the Chinese? Can a drive to­ 
w ard the Yalu river be done w ith­ 
out extending the w ar beyond Ko­ 
rea and risking desertion of some 
UN powers? 
Would a successful 
drive 
extending supply lilies 
im­ 
prove the UN position? 
Some W ashington expert* believe 
there might bt* a hidden split be­ 
tween Peiping and Moscow, 
C h i n e s e N ationalist am bassador 
George Yeh discounts this possi­ 
bility.
